Park Would Be Appropriate 

Need for more signs directing Interstate Route

An extension of this line of thought raises the 
question of whether the government should also 
erect signs telling of major tourist attractions in this 

The local locks and harbor, largest in this 
hemisphere, represent a multi-million dollar invest¬ 
ment to which federal officials justifiably could call 
attention. And the Lewis and Clark park is of such 
great historical importance that it might merit desig¬ 
nation as a national monument. 

If such points of interest were singled out, the 
new highway system could aid in telling passersby 
not only how to reach the Quad-Cities but also why 
a local visit would be rewarding. 

More Generous United Fund 
Gifts Needed This Fall 

Establishment of a $335,000 goal for the fall 
United Fund campaign indicates that each contribu¬ 
tor will need to find it in his heart—and wallet—to 
dig deeper than last year. 

The target is more than 6% above the pre¬ 
vious budget and even farther beyond 1963 re- 
b ceipls. Many are planning to boost their United 
Fund support by 10% or 20'1. Participants in 
fair-share giving plans vjfill allocate \ 3% to 1 ' o 
of their income. 

Rising costs and expanded services explain the 
need. And we can think of no better illustration of 
the importance of UF health-welfare-social pro¬ 
grams than the Fourth of July holiday incident in 
which three young teenage boys threw darts into a 
crowd of people at Wilson Park, severely injuring 
two men and a I 5-year-old girl. 

Whether or not an individual has children of 
his own, it matters greatly to him—even if he will 
not admit it to himself—whether local youngsters 
are getting an adequate opportunity to develop into 
good citizens. ‘‘No man is an island." and everyone 
is affected by the people and environment about 
him. 

The dart throwing was a terribly dangerous and 
stupid action that easily could have caused greater 
tragedy than it did. But, thanks to such efforts ns 
those of United Fund agencies, occurrences like this 
are less frequent here than in many communities. 

As mentioned, this is a year in which not just 
the regular UF gift but a little extra is needed. 
Though an individual or family can always find a 
use for every dollar, the current level of prosperity 
is sufficient to show that most Quad-Cityans can 
afford a generous contribution. Surely our hearts— 
our concern for friends, neighbors and the entire 
community—will be able to match our pockel- 


While the procedure of judicial candidates 
being rated by practicing attorneys should be re¬ 
tained, adverse 1964 poll results are not expected 
to prevent the expected nomination of George J. 
Moran as a Democratic candidate for Fifth District 
appellate judge. 

A 37-county area is probably too large to 
obtain accurate ratings. Perhaps there should be 
some division, geographically or politically, to in¬ 
crease confidence that each prospective candidate 
■will be considered solely on 1 his demonstrated 
ability and integrity. 

Where Moran is known best, he is regarded 
as an able and successful lawyer, qualified to be 
considered for judicial service. It is significant that 
he has won unanimous support among leaders of his 
party in Madison, Bond, St. Clair, Clinton and 
Other counties, representing a substantial portion of 
the population of the court district. 

Whether his current active political role or his 
former opposition to Illinois judicial revision are 
drawbacks is a matter that can be decided by 
voters Nov. 3 when they compare the merits of six 
nominees for three appellate posts. 

There is certainly no assurance of Democratic 
success, since the Republican party is dominant in 
many of the counties. But the party convention 
delegates next week have every reason to view 
Moran as one of the strongest possible contenders.
